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RUME A DECLARES WAR

NT TEUTON ALLES

Throws Army of 600,000 of Well Trained Troons Agamsl
Austro-{iermans-—{{reece Aroused Over Bulgar Invas-
ions Expected to Follow Rumania’s Lead—Mav Mean
Opening of Great Balkan Campaign, and Effort to Squeeze|
Bulgarians Flat--First Move to Invade Hungarv

London, Aug. 28—Rumania has joined the allies with
her well trained army of 600,000 men.

One official statement from Berlin this afternoon an-
nounced that Rumania declared war on Austria last|
night. The French foreign office announced that Ruman-
1a has issued a declaration of war against Central Powers.

Germany will dismiss the Rumanian minister to Ber-
lin today, according to an Exchange Telegraph (ha]mtch\
from The Hague, There is every indication that Ger-
many will follow Rumania's action with a declaration of|
war before many hours. '

Rumania’s decision was reached at a meeting of the!
crown council summoned by King Ferdinand last night.
It came at the end of two years of anxious waiting in|
which the Rumania diplomats watched with tense interest
and military fortunes of the allies.

The Rumanian declaration is expected to signal
Greece’s early entrance into the war on the side of the
allies. Pro-ally enthusiasm, fanned to fever heat by the
Bulgarian invasion of northern Greece, broke out in a
series of great meetings in Athens Sunday. King Con-
stantine was denounced for failing to lend support to the|
allies and was urged to prepare the army for war.

The Rumanian Third army, already mobilized within|
striking distance of the Hungarian frontier, is expected
to invade Transylvania before the end of the week, strik-|
ing westward toward Besztercze,

The Rumanian general staff probably will send every
available man in the invasion of Hungary in an effort to
conquer the rich province of Transylvania, long coveted
by the Rumanians. At the same time a strong foree will
be maintained along the southern Rumanian frontier to'
guard against attack by the Bulgarians.

Rome, Aug. 28—Italy declared war on
Germuny becnuse Oermany sent hoth
land and sea foreds to the aid of Aus-
trin, enabling her to concentrate her
maximum offort agsinst Ttaly, said an
official stutement issued here today.

A similar statement was forwarded to
the German foreign office through the
Swiss government, setting forth the ren-
aon for the declaration of war yester-
dny.

Excepting the eapture of Gorite, no
event of seversl months hus so stirred
the Italian publie as the news of Ttaly's
chollenge to the kaiwer. Newspapers
flughed the word to the Sunday haliday
arowdy and an enormous erowd quickly
gathered in Piawes Colonna,

A grent procession formed and parad-
ed through the prineipal streets, shout-
ing **down with Germany '’ und *‘long
l!:w the allies™ until midnight.
